So, if the 817 fails, just pull the parts before you send it in. And if

parts you had added were 'soldered' in, or otherwise 'modified' into 
the boards, well.... Then they got you. 


The problem is if there are things 'modified' into the board, then the 
tech 

would have to deal with them too. And if he's a board swapper, he can't 
even do that if you have something in there permanently attached that 
has to be ‘unsoldered'.

Good Evening, 


Well, since I started this "back to what we're building" thread, I thought 
I ought to post a note about what I've been up to. Hi. 


I've been playing around with the low noise oscillator circuit designed by 
K7HFD, printed in Solid State Design on page 126. This is a 10MHz VFO with 
output at +17dBM. It is amazingly simple (few parts count) and very 
stable. There is no noticeable drift to my ears even at power up. I 
haven't checked the drift on a counter yet. 


This makes a nice VFO to experiment with high level mixers. I have some 
LRMS-1 level 17 mixers in my junk box that I removed from some boards which 
were given to me. They are surface mount devices and very small. 


Presently, I've been listening to 30 meters and WWV at 10MHz with a minimal 
DC receiver I built using the LRMS-1s. The high level of dynamic range is 
great. Usually, on 30 meters with a minimal DC receiver there is a lot of 
SW broadcast breakthrough. However, that is hardly noticeable with this 
setup. I'm also using a double-tuned bandpass filter with sharp skirts at 
the receiver's input which can't hurt. 


I'm thinking of using the VFO in a more permanent arrangement to build a 20 
meter superhet. We'll see.

I've encountered this too. My biggest problem was with a terminal emulator. 
My favorite was the DOS version of Telix, which wrote directly to the UART. 
It ran fine in a DOS window, but the rest of the system (like my dial-up 
networking) didn't know Telix had "let go" of the serial port unless the 
DOS window in which it ran was closed. I've since started using a nice term 
program called Tera-Term, so I don't need Telix any more. (Dont even get me 
started on Hyperterminal...) 


But the parallel port was another issue entirely. In Win95 a program that 
wrote directly to the parallel port hardware behaved as above, but in WinNT 
it just plain won't run. NT is willing to let you play games with the 
serial port hardware, but the rest is OFF LIMITS. 


I have since seen a program that runs as an NT service that will grant 
hardware access privileges to an application. (I had an Atmel AVR 
programmer app that used it.) I haven't located it yet this evening - I 
don't remember the name offhand, and it's on my machine at work. I'll post 
it to the list Monday if I don't find it sooner - maybe Trev can use it.

I spent the morning observing a licensing exam given by the Yuba-Sutter ARC. 
I am in the process of being certified as a VEC, but today I was there just 
to take pictures of the examination procedure. I got my first ham license 
back in 1959, and, as I have mentioned on this list before, I'm getting back 
into the hobby (to stay) after a 13-year hiatus. I never let my license 
lapse, however, and I have never forgotten my CW skills. I wasn't about to 
have to go through that pain all over again. I have become, once again, a 
true believer" QRP fanatic--a real evangelist for the cause. It appears to 
me that there is a higher percentage of QRPers among the ham population than 
there was when I went inactive. QRP is the wave of the future of ham radio. 
Since returning to ham radio two months ago, I have been repeatedly reminded 
of what a generally thoughtful and generous group of folks makes up the ham 
radio community. Learning the advances in communication technology that 
have taken place in the last 13 years has been a pretty steep learning curve 
to climb, but no one has treated me like the idiot I felt I was. That has 
given me confidence to continue to ask embarrassing questions. 
Anyway, there were 7 people taking the exam. Two were a married couple. 
They have two small children. He had wanted to be a ham since he was 14, 
and he wanted his wife to be one too. Over the last several months he had 
spent a lot of time encouraging her to get her license, helping her with the 
theory, etc. He had also spent a small fortune on ham gear that he could 
only listen to! Today was the Day of Reckoning for both of them! 
Another examinee already had his Tech license. He wanted to upgrade to 
General, but felt he didn't have the code down well enough to pass that part 
of it yet. He is an electrical engineer, so the theory wasn't going to be a 
problem. Outside the examination site, while he waited for the results of 
the elements he took, I visited with him and others, including the couple. 
I suggested that he should go ahead and take the CW test just to see what it 
was like. If he didn't pass it, there was always the next time. So he went 
back in to give it a try. 
As the rest of us stood around, I got to reminiscing about my experiences 
taking the test--going to downtown LA and sitting in a room with 20 other 
people and a rather officious FFC licensing official. JI had to take the 
test 3 times before I passed my General license, and always there was some 
guy just outside the window running a jack hammer during the code test, no 
matter what day of the week or month of the year. When I finally passed, I 
had to wait for 6 weeks to get my license. They all agreed that taking the 
test these days was a lot less threatening. 
Minutes went by, and one by one each examinee learned how it had gone for 
him (or her). The engineer came out of the CW test and wasn't sure if he'd 
passed. A few minutes later he got the official white slip showing that he 
had passed the theory. The young man who was taking the test with his wife 
got his white slip next. "Now, if only she has passed, I will be one happy 
camper," he said. 
Others who were standing around also received the good news. Then the 
examiners came out and told the engineer he had passed the code test! Our 
little group nearly shook his hand loose in congratulations. Finally, we 


all learned that both the young man and his wife had passed the test. In 
all, no one failed, and five new hams were added to our numbers. There was 
one successful upgrade to Tech+, one new Extra Class, and the engineer 
General. 

The numbers were not large, certainly, but each person there had a story to 
tell of the preparations they had made. The Tech+ told how it had taken him 
months to learn the code to 5 wpm, how he would learn new characters in one 
session, only to forget them completely by the next. Others told of how the 
general rudeness of Citizen's Band operators had driven them out of that 
hobby into the more family-friendly ham radio community, even if it meant 
having to learn basic electronic theory, which did not come easily. 

It would not surprise me at all if some of these new hams will be 
reminiscing to the new hams of a future generation about how it was for them 
when they got their first ticket. Everybody has a story to tell.

PRIVILEGES. In my mind, the code is not the entire issue. With the 
Internet 

being what it is today, cell phones and instant communications in your 
hip pocket. Our hobby has lost a lot of the thrill and excitement it once 
had. So I welcome the new comers into amateur radio with open arms.

They use their "PERSONALS" and tell you they have done it this way 
their entire life. When in Rome, you do as the Roman's do and the 
terminology that comprises the lingo of amateur radio is all part of it. 
There is no such thing as a PERSONAL in amateur radio. If 

you use have a personal, then it should be kept in your pants! 


These same people have no idea what WWV is or why it's on the band, 

not that it matters much. But what it indicates to me when 

I hear questions being asked about these stations and things they now 
hear across the spectrum with their new mega-buck transceiver. 

It tells me right off the bat that they never spent any time 

listening on the H.F. bands before their first license arrived in the 
mail and 

started talking on the two meter phone band. Some don't even know 

their call sign. Many of these same individuals are well on their way to 


becoming so called Extra Class operators. Yet they have no concept as to 
why a transceiver is rated at input power instead of the output power to 
the 

antenna because they have missed something valuable (in their training) 
along the progression of moving up the ladder of advancement. 


Maybe I missed something... have we just thrown incentive licensing 
out the window along with the baby and the bath water? 


They missed that one or two years of being a novice or a technician 

with the desire to study hard and learn the basics, as a basic foundation 
before obtaining that Extra Class license. 

If I were going to build a strong home, I'd rather have 

my home built on a cement foundation Vs. mud. The new comers have missed 
having to dip the plate current of the final amplifier, which teaches 
them 

about a parallel resonate circuit that when it becomes 

resonance, as the current is minimal and the power increases. As such 
the power efficiency of the final is never going to reach 100%, so your 
output 

power will never meet or exceeded the rated final power input to the 
amplifier as specified in your advertisements by Kenwood and Yaesu. 

They never had the experience of building a Heathkit, repairing a vintage 
transmitter, some can't even identify a resistor, and have no concept 

of Ohms Law. My neighbors who is now an Advanced class operator 

calls a silicon diode, as a ----- DIA-A-LOADS! 


Now why I may be rambling on here, I believe the basic facts of radio 
were understood by a novice who passed a minimal written multiple choice 
exam not too long ago. For they had to learn the information in order 
to upgrade 

or you lost your license. You did not pass an exam by pure 
memorization.

at an elementary level, but I would be embarrassed if I spoke only 
gibberish 

and told someone I could speak that language. 


Finally: C.W. is a discipline that requires work and effort to become 
good at it. 

I belive it is sad that today everyone wants everything NOW, the 
discipline and 

drive to achieve their goals are no longer there. As a society, We want 
it now 

and we want it with little or no effort. If we don't get it now we are 
going to 

hire a lawyer and fight for it in to courts until we get it for free. 
Well enough said. 


Go ahead and flame me, but to be honest with you. I am not happy 
with the way our hobby has progressed. And while there are still 
many good things about amateur radio, I would not be proud to say 
I was an Extra Light.

Three or four years ago I experimented with an IF strip using BF981 MOSFETs 
and toroidal IF transformers, tuned with trimmers and fixed caps. I think it 
had three stages. The IF was about 9 MHz. It worked very well when checked 
with a signal generator, although I never tried it in an actual radio. It 
was completely stable with lots of AGC range. 


I used a form of ugly construction with pads cut into the PCB material for 
the MOSFET connections.

Something I should have passed on a couple of weeks ago. 


One of our locals, N8STF, organized a tech class through the 4H. The 4H was 
looking for something that would be of some interest to boys, as mostly 
their activities lately seem to be of more interest to girls. As it turned 
out, the class attracted mostly adults, which was a bit of a surprise, but 
there were a few kids. Only 8 students in total, but that is better than we 
have been getting lately to club sponsored classes. 


Anyway, what disturbed me is that Eldon elected basically to not teach them. 
They all got a copy of "Now you're talking", and at the "class" they 
basically discussed what they needed to study for next week, and they did 
some practice exams. He did have several hams at each class to answer any 
questions the students came up with the week before. I built up some kits 
to let them practice their Ohm's law calculations, so they all got a chance 
to melt solder. Some of the other hams brought in test gear and rigs for 
demos. There was a serious attempt to not make it dry. Evidently it 


worked. 


This laid-back approach netted 5 techs and 3 generals out of 8 students. 

One student came one question shy of getting his extra! 3 of the 5 techs 
also passed their code, the other 2 didn't try the test. There was no code 
covered in the class. There were an additional 8 folks at the VE exams, all 
but 2 either upgraded or got new licenses. We tend to run 3 or 4 VE 
sessions a year. The one at the hamfest usually draws a couple dozen, but 
the others tend to attract maybe 3 or 4, so this was an unusually successful 
session. 


Apparently, this do it yourself approach has some merit. I was pretty 
startled. They were interested students, but 8 for 8 was pretty surprising.

The Adventure Radio Society's May Spartan Sprint will be held on Monday 
evening, May 6, local time - our usual day and time period. 


Spartan Sprints are two-hour contests sponsored by ARS, held the first 
Monday of every month. They are designed to encourage development and 
testing of lightweight radio gear suitable for outdoor human-powered 
QRP expeditions. 


Start at 9:00 PM EST, 8:00 CST, 7:00 MST and 6:00 PST. Finish at 11:00 
PM EST, 10:00 CST, 9:00 MST and 8:00 PST. 


The frequencies will be 3560+- kHz, 7040 kHz+-, 14060 kHz+-, 21060 
kHz+-, and 28060 kHz+-. (You may operate any number of bands - your 
choice.) 


Exchange RST, SPC (state, province or country) and power output. 
If you choose to call CQ, use the format "CQ SP," or "CQ QRP TEST." 


You can take credit for working the same station on a second, third, or 
fourth band. 


We report scores in two ways. The Skinny Division reports scores as a 
ratio of contacts to the weight of the station. The Tubby Division 
reports scores as the number of contacts. 


"Station Weight" is defined as the combined weight of all transmitters, 
receivers, keys, keyers and batteries used during the Sprint. We use 
decimal pounds, rather than pounds and ounces. You may report your 
weight to the nearest 10th of a pound, or, at your option, the nearest 
100th of a pound. For stations weighing less than one pound, we 
recommend the nearest 100th of a pound. 


The Sprints are virtual expeditions. They allow a wide range of people 
to participate in this exciting branch of amateur radio, even if 
practical obstacles (like winter weather, health problems, or schedule 
conflicts) would make an actual expedition impossible. ARS announces 
each Sprint in three ways: 


Most sprinters will operate from their home locations, but portable 
locations may be used. Transmitter output is limited to five watts or 
less. 


We would like to motivate sprinters to develop and use radios that are 
packaged well enough for outdoor environments. Packaging is one of the 
legitimate elements of a great trail friendly radio, and we would like 
to see what kinds of packages are created by the remarkably creative 
Spartan Sprinters. 


We have the Skinny and Tubby divisions, and you are free to choose 
between a monster radio, or a trail-oriented one. If you go for the 
second choice, we are asking you to package it so that it could 
withstand the rigors of outdoor life. 


Sprinters are strongly encouraged to use our automated contest 
reporting system, which can be found in The ARS Sojourner. Participants 
may also e-mail their sprint results directly to the ARS Contest

I've been waiting for an in. This is not about the old CW vs. SSB vs. 
whatever debate. I like CW but have never been real good at copying (I 
know, I know...). So, it was a little frustrating. I recently traded 
radios, got a Kenwood TS-140S, and built an LDG QRP auto tuner. My 
antenna had been a Vee, 65' at the apex, in a pine tree, and built right 
with really good ladder line feeding it. Well, as luck would have it 
one of the legs broke off. Didn't tune so good with one leg. So, I 
tied the ends of the ladder line together, fed it with coax and grounded 
the shield. Seemed to work pretty good. Got on 17 meters one day, 
about 2 months ago, and tried making an SSB contact. Worked a guy in 
Idaho. He can't believe I'm only running 10 watts, and that I'm doing 
it with 115' of wire thrown out my window. Course I'm not believing it 
either. Then I tried 15. Worked a guy in Wales on SSB. Then it gets 
fun. I bagged Austria, Netherlands, France, Siberia, Guyana, El 
Salvador, Argentina, Venezuela, and England. Some of have been on 20 
meters but most were on 17 meters. All at 10 watts, SSB. When the DX 
stations are in there I just wait patiently and send my call. Sooner or 
later I get heard and make a contact. And I can hear the big guns in 
there.

There have always been study guides for both amateur and commercial 
exams. There have always been people who tried to take a shortcut to 
success. Most played the game according to the rules, but some did 
not. There were attempts at shortcuts prior to Dick Bash and Gordon 
Moore. I was an FCC license examiner in the mid-fifties. I remember a 
fellow who came in to take the general exam. He was totally 
unprepared. He spent a lot of time studying the questions on the exam 
so that he could later look up the answers. Needless to say, he 
failed. I also remember him coming back a month later and applying 
again. Everyone in the vicinity would remember the wail that he put up 
when he realized that the new exam was different from the original. He 
failed again. I don't remember seeing him again. 


The recent thread about the ease of memorizing answers for the exam 
bothers me. Yes, it is possible, and I'm sure that some do. However, 
there are others who study hard to pass the exam. About this time last 
year, I decided to upgrade from Advanced to Extra. Not because of the 
status or extra frequencies, but because I am retired from a technical 
job and wanted to learn something new technically. I purchased the ARRL 
Extra Class License Manual. I studied each chapter diligently until I 
understood the theory. I checked my understanding by taking the chapter 


tests. If I missed a question, obviously I didn't understand the 
theory, so I went back and studied some more. (At the age of 65, I had 
to work extra hard, because my retention isn't what it used to be.) 


There is one section of the Extra Class exam that bothered me. That 
related to the feeding of two quarter-wave verticals and the resulting 
pattern. To get that question correct I would have had to memorize the 
answers, and that I refused to do. 


After almost three months of studying, I took the test and missed two 
questions. I believe one of them was related to the quarter-wave 
verticals. 


I consider the Extra Class License Manual to be a valuable reference. 

It is on my desk right beside the ARRL Handbook and ARRL Antenna book. 

I refer to it regularly. I believe that I understand most of the theory 
in it. If I come across something I don't understand, it's back to the 
book. 


Bottom line. Just because it is possible to memorize the answers from 
the question pool, please don't assume (or imply) that everyone does. 
Some of us actually worked very hard to understand the underlying 
theory, and passed the test because of knowledge and not memorization. 
Reently, with tongue in cheek, I wrote of my "pseudo" extra class 
license. I don't think it is pseudo at all. It is every bit as valid 
as any of yours. I met all the requirements for the license just as you 
did. I obtained it by studying, not by taking shortcuts. 


Stepping down from my soapbox now and going back to the joy of 
assembling a Ten-Tech 6-meter transverter for my k2.

Hope there's room on bandwagon for one more: 


I've mostly completed a small DDS signal generator using an AD9850 DDS and 
an Atmel AVR controller. I don't have room for a display, but I have a few 
extra lines that I think I can use to read a rotary encoder. (I got a cheap 
encoder from Electronic Goldmine.) Right now I use an RS-232 interface to 
set and display the frequency. 


I'm using the DDS as a VFO for what I hope will be a direct-conversion DSB 
transceiver using a dual 1-of-4 analog switch (74HC4052) as both receive 
and transmit mixer. I think it'll switch fast enough for 160M and 75M, and 
maybe even 40M. We'll see. (I'm not using it as a Tayloe mixer, which gives 
quadrature signals but requires a clock at 4x the operating frequency. 
That'll come next.) 


The recent discussion of MOSFETs as linear amplifiers has been REALLY 
interesting, since I'll need something like that for the TX final. I have 
access to some IRF510s, so maybe I can press one into service. I'd like to 
get somewhere from 1 to 5 watts out of it. 


Now if I can just get an antenna into the air...

Hello Jim, 
I enjoyed your account of FCC exams over the years. Here is mine. 


In 1935 (at age 14) I took the Class B ham test (no phone on 20 or 75M) 
in St. Louis, MO. My total investment was 25 cents for an ARRL license 
manual and about two bux for a key, tone buzzer and battery. I passed 
and about 6 weeks later was W9UXQ. All questions and answers were word 
for word from the ARRL license manual, including the several schematics. 
The CW test was one minute solid copy at 10WPM, written with an 
FCC-furnished lead pencil on FCC-furnished paper. The hardest part was 
trying to keep the pencil from punching through the paper on the rough 
wooden exam tables! As I recall there were less than 100 questions in 
the study guide. 


A year later (after the mandatory waiting period) I passed the Class B 
(full privileges) exam in St. Louis. Again, all questions and answers 
word for word with the ARRL license manual. The first questions was to 
draw a schematic for a complete AM transmitter. Needless to say, I had 
memorized that, as I was a CW man up to that point. It seems that there 
were about 50 questions in the study guide. 


In 1941 I passed the FCC 1st class phone test. Again, all questions and 
answers were word for word from the study guide (not ARRL). The first 
question was to draw the schematic of a complete broadcast transmitter. 
Again, memorized from the study guide. 


Later in '41 I took the FCC 2nd class radiotelegraph test. Once again, 
all questions were word for word from a study guide which I had 
purchased. I recall one question, which required the applicant to draw a 
sketch of an emergency grid leak for a shipboard MOPA CW rig. It was made 
of six inches of rubber hose, ends plugged, with a wire 

stuck in each plug. The CW test was quite routine (no rough exam table 
this time). I believe it was 25 WPM, but not sure. 


So it would appear that current applicants have a lot more to learn (or 
memorize) that I did many years ago. 


Many years later, in 1977, I gave the 2nd class CW test to applicants as 
an FCC examiner in KC MO; many of the questions which I studied in 1941 
were still on the 1977 version! I don't recall seeing the question about 
an emergency grid leak, however. 


FWIW; apologies for the bandwidth.

My latest obsession is power. Measuring it, that is. 


Until recently, I didn't even have a simple QRP level power meter. But 
lately I've gotten a little taken with power measuring schemes and built 
(1) A W7EL QRP power meter, (2), The Microwatter, from QST, and (3), the 
Kanga power instrument also from QST. 


The W7EL is a great little meter from the February, 1990 QST. It's an 
in-line meter that measures power in three ranges-- 100 mW, 1 W and 10 W. 
I was able to find out that my various 5-watt QRP rigs really weren't. 
Time to do some tweaking. And the low ranges should be good for 

inter-stage testing on some projects. 


The Microwatter is from QST, June 1997. It's a terminating wattmeter that 
can measure from -50 dBm (10 nanowatts) to -20 dBm (10 microwatts). You 
can get the board and couple of semi-hard to find parts in a deal from Far 
Circuits. With all this talk about little-bitty dBm's from the experts, I 
just thought I had to do this one. Not sure exactly why, but it's just too 
cool to be able to measure down into the nanowatt region. 


So I finally get the Microwatter about half done and up pops the "Simple 


RF-Power Measurement" circuit in the June 2001 QST by Wes Hayward and Bob 
Larkin. It exploits the latest power measuring ICs to produce a simple 
circuit that can measure down to -70 dBM (0.1 nanowatts) up to +13 dBm (20 
milliwatts), plus there's a power dividing tap that can extend the top end 
up to +50 dBm (100 watts). This one is available as a kit of parts from 
Kanga at a fairly reasonable price. An article in the current QEX shows 
some extensions. Scaling the ouput voltage to give a direct readout in dBm 
on your DVM seems like a worthwhile mod. 


I originally thought that one of the logarithmic meters like the 
Microwatter or the Hayward/Larkin meter would be good for measuring crystal 
parameters. (The latest rage and something I want to break in to.) But on 
reflection, the accuracy I'd want would probably be better obtained from a 
simple peak reading diode type instrument with an amplifier in front of it, 
then with a wide-range logarithmic power meter. Something like the 
circuits in W1FB's Design Notebook (ARRL) or Jim Kortege's circuits in the 
Atlanticon Compendium will be my best bet. 


It was fun to just hook that super-sensitive power meter up to a wire 
antenna and see what the signals would look like unamplified. I had a good 
idea, because an AM BC station a couple miles away used to block me big 
time on 160. So I made a coil and variable capacitor resonator like an old 
crystal radio (even used a toilet paper tube) and fed the output to the 
meter instead of to a crystal and headphone. The meter jumped way upscale, 
but tuning didn't have much effect. Guess I need to brush up on my crystal 
set theory. Maybe the 50 ohm tap and load are killing the Q.
